Peking. Nov. 13. — As a result of 


the continued failure of the threat- 
ened rebel advance to materialize, the j 
•recent panic has calmed down some-' 
what. 
The latest see-saw'i:g re- 


ports say that Yuan Shih Kni has 
started for Peking. The report has 
further 
relieved anxiety, as Yuan, 


after announcing that the prospect of 
reconciling the revolutionists was al- 
most bopeless. telegraphed later that 
the prospect was somewhat better. 
U Yuan Heng seemingly is willing 
to discuss a compromise vvith a view- 
to stopping the fighting, but his col- 
leagues differ vvith.him. 


The differences of the rebels, in- 


deed, hang as a dead weight i.pon the j 
efforts at pacification, and may. if 
not soon composed, endanger Chinese 
liberty. There are already nimors 
that the Manchus have been heart- 
ened by divisions among the revolu- 
tionists and their success at Nan- 
king, and arc preparing forcibly to j 
uphold the dynasty and thsir own 
priv ileges.
